(Two  Methods) 

1.  Latest  Method— Treat  with  Ceresan  Dust 
(3  ozs.  per  bushel). 

2.  Formaldehyde  Method — 

(1)  Mix  one  pint  of  formaldehyde  (40%) 
with  40  gallons  water. 

(2)  Shovel  oats  to  be  treated  over  on 
tight  floor  and  sprinkle  lightly,  with 
the  above  solution,  as  each  shovel  full 
is  moved.  Sprinkle  just  enough  to 
dampen  the  oats  a  little.  Shape  treated 
oats  in  nice  pile  and  cover  with  sacks 
or  canvas  and  leave  for  about  six 
hours,  after  which  they  must  be  spread 
out  to  dry.  Sprinkle  the  sacks  seed 
are  to  be  sacked  in  to  kill  any  smut 
spores  on  them. 

(3)  When  dry,  oats  are  ready  to  be 
planted.  Don’t  leave  treated  seed 
sacked  up  too  long;  they  are  apt  to
